BALTIMORE AND OHIO RAIL ROAD. 

The rapid progress of this great work is really 
astonishing, and the amount of excavation and em- 
bankment completed and advanced towards com- 
pletion in the last month, would appear almost in- 
credible. The foundations for the bridge at Gwinn’s 
Falls are nearly completed, and the centreing of the 
arches prepared. The stone for the facing is on 
the spot, and nothing remaining undone to inter- 
fere with the erection of the bridge. From thence 
the road is completed for the rails to the Washing- 
ton turnpike, through which a cut has been made, 
and in a few days the masonry of the tunnel will be 
commenced. From the Washington Turnpike 
you will gallop, if you please on horseback, over 
the finished gracing of the road to the deep cut, 
which is in most rapid progress of completion, and 
where the new wagons are at work with grea: ef- 
fect. By far the most difficult part of this work is 
completed. More than half—Lamps are placed 
along the temporary rails, and relays of hands are 
constantly employed—three hundred men; We are 
informed, were at work here. A bridge is erected 


| this a long stretch of graded road, and a great ex- 
| tent of finished embankment bring you to the great 
embankment at Gadsby’s run, which is much 
farther advanced than we could possibly have sup- 
posed Beyond this again the excavation has gone 
tleep into the hill under the Washington road, which 
crosses the Rail Road on a temporary bridge. This 
and the deep cut are the busiest places on the route 
there being quite a village of workmen’s houses at 
each of them. From this to Ellicott’s Mills, and 
indeed for twelve miles beyond the Mills, the road 
may be said, with but few exceptions, to be quite 
ready for the rails, making, from town a distance of 
twenty-five miles, which with the exception per- 
haps of the deep cut and great embankment would 
be made ready for the rails in from three to four 
weeks And the cut and embankment will, with 
the bridges over Gwinn’s Falls and the Patapsco, 
be ready, we should think, and finished for rails in 
somewhat more than two months, if not sooner. 
The winter, the workmen say, has been very un- 
favourable, and considering this fact, the exertions 
made and the work effecteg have quite surpassedour 
most sanguine expectations. In this “ merry merry, 
month of May,” there can be few more pleasant 
rides than from town to the cut at the Washington 
road, thence to the deep cut along the rail road, 
thence continuing with the road to the Washington 
road at Gadsby’s run, and so back by the turnpike. 
The number of visitors from Baltimore and the sur- 
rounding country, we are told, is already very great, 
and a sure proof was the nearly empty board of a 
cake woman by the road side who sold profitably to 
pedestrians “ going to see the Rail Road ” 
[ Gazette. 

New-York, May 19.— Peace between Colombia 
and Peru-We learn by the schr.

Latest News from Europe. 


By the packet ships Canada arrived at New- 
York, and the Amethyst at Boston, London dates 
to the 20th, and Liverpool to the 2Ist.

The Canada made her passage in 
25 days—the Amethyst in nineteen ! 











The Catholic Relief-bill passed the House of 


Lords by a majority of one hundred and four votes, 
and has received the Royal assent, and went into 
operation on the 23d of April This important 
measure admits Roman Catholic Peers to the 
House of Lords, and Catholic members to the 
House of Commons, thus allowing the Catholics 
to ererrnentons and taking off their disfranchise- 
ment. 

The Duke of Norfolk, the Earl of Shrewsbury, 
Lerds De Clifford, Arundel. Dermer, Stafford and 
Petre, Catholic Peers, take their seats in the House. 

We have only time to congratulate the British 
people on this important reform which tranquilizes 
Ireland, by placing the Catholics on a footing with 
the people of England, and restoring them to their 
rights as men and subjects. 

Parliament adjourned on the 16th, for the Easter 
Holidays, till the 29th of April. 

It was expected that Parliament would be pro- 
rogued at the end of May or the beginning of June. 

The King was expected in London on the 29th, 
to remain some days 

The price of grain continued to fall, and the du- 
ty on foreign corn consequently continued to rise. 
The rate of duty on wheat from April 10, was 16s. 
8d. per quarter. 

The Emancipation bill has already been produc- 
tive of the very best effects throughout Ireland, in 
the softening of party feeling. which we trust is 
about to expire for ever in that fine, but hitherto 
distracted Island. It seems that the Catholics of 
Dublin, with a very proper and conciliatory spirit, 
have determined to have no public rejoicings in ce- 
lebration of the glorious triumph of civil and reli- 
gious liberty, in order to avoid the shadow of offence 
to their Protestant neighbours and fellow-country- 
men. 

Russia and Turkey —Inte!ligence from Constan- 
tinople to the 10th ult, mentions that reports were 
current of divers assaults made by the Russians, 
which only tended to hasten and increase the vast 
efforts making by the Sultan, in order to strike a 
decisive blow in the vicinity of Varna, if possible, 

The report gains ground that England intends to 
oppose some decisive measures to the ambitious 
designs of Russia, in consequence of recent infor- 
mation, and the Cabinet council summoned was 
supposed, in the city, to relate to the subject. 

The new Pope, Pius VIII, was elected after 36 
days sitting of the Conclave. Out of 50 votes he 
obtained 48. He is said to be hostile to the Jesuits. 
On the 2d instant he proceeded from the palace on 
Monte Covallo, where the Conclave was held, to the 
church of St. Peter, where, seated on a high altar, 
he admitted the Cardinals to his slipper and his 
hand. The immense interior of that Cathedral was 
crowded with all the rank and fashion of Rome.
